A FEW  PRACTICAL  HINTS 
ON  GROWING  DAHLIAS 


The  question  is  often  asked,  What  kind  of 
soil  suits  dahlias.  We  find  that  dahlias  will  do 
well  in  any  good  garden  soil.  The  cultivation 
of  the  ground  and  the  condition  in  which  it  is 
kept  are  equally  as  important  as  the  soil. 

Select  an  open,  sunny  situation,  and  be- 
fore planting  time  have  the  ground  in  the 
best  possible  condition.  All  effort  spent  in 
preparation  will  be  repaid  many  times.  Where 
it  can  be  done,  get  the  ground  ready  in  the 
fall.  Spread  manure  wrell  over  surface  and 
plough  it  under. 

A good  time  to  plant  tubers  is  from  May 
15th  to  June  1st.  Plant  in  late  May  and  early 
June.  It  is  a good  plan  to  set  green  plants 
deep  enough  to  be  reasonably  sure  that  you 
will  get  a clump  of  tubers  at  digging  time. 
Shallow  planting  is  quite  often  the  reason  for 
no  tubers.
